pring is a season of change, and 

much has happened in Allandale and 
Austin since my last President’s Letter. 
Northwest Park received a spring spruce- 
up when the Allandale Neighborhood 
Association’s Parks Committee organized 
an “It's My Park Day” event at the park 
in March. Thanks to the dozens of volun- 
teers from the neighborhood who pitched 
in. As noted in the article on page 18, 
two future work days for the park are 
planned for April 21 and June 2. Read 
the article for more details and volunteer 
to make Beverly S. Sheffield Northwest 
District Park one of the best in the city. 

Speaking of Beverly Sheffield—for 
those of you who don’t know about the 
guy for whom our park is named, just 
Google him. His birthday was March 7 
and he would have been 105 this year. He 
did so much for the parks system in Aus- 
tin, and we should all do our part to 
make the park named after him one that 
would make him proud. 

Unfortunately, lack of funding for our 
city pools is now jeopardizing the future 
of the pool at Northwest Park. An article 
in the March 30th edition of the Austin 
American-Statesman describes the funding 
needs and the threat of future pool clo- 
sures, including Beverly Sheffield Pool. I 
was quoted in the article saying, Beverly 
Sheffield is “an Austin hero who devel- 
oped the city’s park system and helped 
save Barton Springs. . . . Northwest Pool 
has been enjoyed by generations of Austi- 
nites, and ANA will do everything in its 
power to make sure the pool continues to 


be enjoyed by generations to come.” I 
stand by that pledge. 

There have been some important devel- 
opments on CodeNEXT in the last cou- 
ple of months. In mid-February, the third 
and final draft of CodeNEXT, which 
rezones every property in Austin, was 
completed. The ANA will be putting 
together our comments this month and 
will distribute them through the neigh- 
borhood listserv and website. There are 
two upcoming public hearings on 
CodeNEXT, and we need neighbors to 
attend one of them to make their opin- 
ions known. The Joint Land Use Com- 
missions meetings on CodeNEXT are 
April 28, 10am, at the Dove Springs Rec- 
reation Center and on May 1, 4pm, at 
the Palmer Events Center. If you have a 
problem with the up-zoning of virtually 
every piece of property in Allandale and 
its potential impacts of higher property 
taxes, crowded schools, increased flood- 
ing, worse traffic, more parked cars on 
the streets, more home demolitions—the 
list goes on—then attend one of these 
meetings and make your voice heard! 

Organizers of a petition drive to 
require voters to approve comprehensive 
Land Development Code revisions, 
including CodeNEXT, turned in 32,000 
signatures to the Austin city clerk on 
March 29. Only 20,000 valid signatures 
from registered voters are needed to put 
the measure to the voters, but the City 
Attorney is claiming the petition is not 
legal. Mayor Adler concurred, telling the 
Austin Monitor, “If the intent was to actu- 
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ally come up with an ordinance that was 
consistent with state law, I dont know 
that the people who did this petition have 
actually presented something that works. 
But that’s something we need to take a 
look at.” Stay tuned for updates. 

Another major change that occurred 
since the last issue of the Allandale 
Neighbor was not a good one—we lost 
some of our innocence, peace of mind, 
and the lives of fellow Austinites at the 
hands of a disturbed young man from 
Pflugerville. The bomber had all of us on 
edge, but thanks to the hard work of the 
Austin Police Department, FBI, and 
BATE the terror ended fairly quickly. See 
our article offering condolences and 
thanks on the front page.

graphs- in the Metro section of the Aus- 
tin American Statesman (March 19 and 
March 25)? That is what happened when 
the owners of the Light Bulb Shop decid- 
ed to close the business after 38 years, 17 
of them at the corner of Burnet and 
White Horse Trail. The press response has 
been focused as much on “Light Bulb 
Ed,” the man above the shop’s front door, 
as it has been on the store’s history, the 
future of the property, and the people 
involved with the store. 

Kelly McGary, manager at the Light 
Bulb Shop, reports that Light Bulb Ed will 
remain in place even after the Light Bulb 
Shop closed earlier this month. The prop- 
erty’s new owners have asked that the icon- 
ic fixture remain in place so they can easily 
point people to the property since “Light 
Bulb Ed” is so well-known in Austin. 

Light Bulb Ed was modeled on and 
named after Edwin McGary, Kelly’s 
father, who along with spouse Traci, own 


the Light Bulb Shop. In the early 1990s, 
Blue Genie Art designed and installed 
Light Bulb Ed when the family business 
was located at North Lamar and St. 
Johns. Because the McGary family is 
retaining legal ownership of Lite Bulb Ed, 
they can reclaim him if the new owners 
decide he needs to move from his present 
location. 

Kelly, a 1993 graduate of McCallum 
High School, has grown up with the 
Light Bulb Shop and its parent company, 
Lamar Wholesale Supply, which was 
begun by her parents in 1980. Just as she 
herself spent pre-school and after school 
hours at the company, Kelly’s own daugh- 
ter has spent a lot of time at the Light 
Bulb Shop, mostly recently handling 
inventory issues during her spring break 
last month. 

New customers are sometimes sur- 
prised to find a dog on the premises. 
Summer, a golden retriever/border collie

mix from the rescue league spends days at 
the store, keeping employees and custom- 
ers company. Kelly says their customer 
base has become an extended family, a 
feeling she is sorry to lose with the clos- 
ing. Some neighborhood customers regu- 
larly stop in for news and views as well as 
light bulbs. One especially loyal customer 
regularly checks in with his neighbors so 
he can do their light bulb shopping for 
them, giving him a reason to stop at the 
Light Bulb Shop for a chat. 

Ronnie Stewart, a ten-year veteran at 
the shop, says he has most enjoyed “help- 
ing customers find what they need and 
then seeing their faces light up.” A similar 
sentiment is echoed by Mike Chaffin, 
who Edwin McGary hired seventeen years 
ago after regularly being served by Mike 
at one of his favorite restaurants. “I’ve 
enjoyed wearing lots of hats here, but the 
best part has been helping customers find 
the best solutions for them,” says Mike.

Allandale Eating - 
T22 Chicken Joint

he first things I think about when I 

think about Nashville are country 
music, the Grand Ole Opry, and those 
price tags hanging off of Minnie Pearl’s 
hats. I don’t think about chicken (or at 
least I didn’t use to). However, not sur- 
prisingly, Nashville also has its food tradi- 
tions, and Nashville-style hot chicken is 
one of them. 

Prince’s Hot Chicken Shack is purport- 
ed to have conjured the contemporary 
version of hot chicken after Thorton 
Prince’s girlfriend lathered a late-night leg 
of fried yard fowl with cayenne sauce as 
revenge for him staying out late one night 
without her. He liked that angry bird so 
much that he opened a restaurant dedi- 
cated to it. Even today, hot chicken is 
considered a late night snack in Nashville 
after an evening of music and friends. 

So what makes hot chicken hot chick- 
en? Tradition holds that the chicken is 
marinated in buttermilk, breaded and 
fried, and then tumbled in a spicy paste. 
Sometimes folks apply the spicy paste 
before the breading as well as after the 
frying. Time-honored delivery is a pile of 
spice-glistened chicken atop a slice of 
white bread capped with pickle chips. 

This brings us to Howard Marmul- 
steins T22 Chicken Joint on Burnet 
Road. Marmulstein is the owner and 
executive chef of Salty Sow up on Manor 
(a worthy stop in its own right). 
Although he grew up in New York, he has 
a sincere appreciation (and deft touch) 
with down-home southern cuisine. Not 
one to rest on his Salty Sow laurels, Mar- 
mulstein opened a trailer called Tumble 
22 back in May serving Nashville-style 
hot fried chicken. T22 Chicken Joint on 
Burnet brings the trailer’s concept (pres- 


ently at Star Bar on West 6th Street) to 
a brick and mortar sit-down experience. 

T22 serves food inspired by Nash- 
ville-style hot chicken, which means 
Marmulstein has brought a chef’s eye 
(and taste buds) to the dish. I’ve never 
had Nashville-style chicken before 
Tumble 22, but if it’s as good in its nat- 
ural habitat as this, I’m all in. The 
chicken at T22 is perfectly fried, juicy, 
and delicious. The tumble comes in 
four heat levels (Wimpy, Hot, Dang 
Hot!, and Fire in the Hole!! (the menu 
shows the latter with a chicken emit- 
ting flames out of both ends; you've 
been warned!). For the delicate flowers 
among us, there are non-spicy choices 
as well. 

On my first visit, I was (pleasantly) 
surprised to find a sit-down, full-service 
restaurant (many trailer-to-brick transi- 
tions offer counter service). The vibe is 
shabby-chic southern but open and com- 
fortable. Wait staff are friendly and well 
trained. For my first taste, I went tradi- 
tional with the 1/4 White (breast and 
wing, $7) with Dang Hot! Sauce, 
described by my waitress as sriracha-level 
heat. The batter was crunchy, the chicken 


juicy, and the sauce the perfect balance 
between pleasure and pain. For sides, I 
went with kale slaw (cole slaw with wisps 
of kale, $3) and potato salad ($3); both 
were pretty dang good. You can get some 
side dipping sauces for 50 cents apiece. 
The waitress recommended the Come- 
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Allandale Eating - T22 Chicken Joint 
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back Sauce as a fire retardant. I also 

ordered Sweet Chili Yogurt Sauce, a deli- 
ciously sadistic concoction that combines 
the cool breeze of yogurt with more pain. 

Even the iced tea is chef’d up, offering 
complex notes like a fine wine (seriously 
the best iced tea I’ve ever had). On a sec- 
ond trip, I went with the O.G. Sandwich 
(hot breast topped with coleslaw, pickles, 
and mayo; $9) with sides of fries ($4) and 
mac-n-cheese ($4); again, delicious. 

T22 offers a few salads ranging from a 
Caesar ($6) to a Potato Chip ($7) to a 
Hot Chicken Cobb ($9). The Potato 
Chip is ephemeral: It was there the first 
time I went and not the second (and now 
appears again on the menu). When I 
asked what happened to the Potato Chip 
Salad on my second trip, the waiter 
explained, “We learned that people that 
want to eat salads aren't likely to eat a 
salad sprinkled with potato chips.” T22 
also serves oysters and other sides and pies 


(be sure to save room and share the mem- 
orable Mile High Lemon Meringue). 
They also serve beer, a couple Texas 
wines, and mixed drinks to help wash on- 
site (or off-site) pain away. T22 also offers 
family-style to-go piles of chicken and 
chicken tenders. 

The prices are amazingly reasonable 
given the quality of the food and the sit- 
down nature of the restaurant. The vibe is 
friendly and down-home with an excel- 
lently curated playlist of blues and old 
rock-n-roll. 

You might wonder whether or not 
Allandale needs another chicken joint 
with what is becoming Fried Chicken 
Row along Burnet with Lucy’s Fried 
Chicken, Flyrite Chicken, Top Notch, 
and now Tumble 22. However, each joint 
scratches a different culinary itch. Top 
Notch pitches old-style fried chicken, 
Lucy’s chef’s up that old-style, Flyrite 
offers fast-casual and drive-through chick- 


en sandwiches, and Tumble 22 (consider- 
ably) spices things up. All are delicious. 
All are great additions to the neighbor- 
hood.

Time Out listed Ramen Tatsu-Ya as the 
best ramen slinger in the country, and the 
owners are currently (well-deservedly) up 
for a James Beard Award for the best new 
restaurant in America for Kemuri Tatsu- 
Ya. No announcements yet on precisely 
what they plan to put in the space they 
leased on Burnet, but I’m deliciously 
excited to see what they mix up. Home 
Slice, considered by many to be the best 
pizza in town, is reworking a space at 501 
East 53rd Street for a new outlet. It’s a 
wee bit out of the ‘hood, but it’s a lot 
closer than South Congress. Sumptuary is 


a concept kitchen by 
Dr. Foo Swasdee (of 
Satay), Jack Gilmore 
(of Jack Allen’s 
Kitchen) and others 
to create a shared 
(and rentable) restau- 
rant space near the 
old Satay for pop-up 
meals by local, 
regional, and inter- 
national chefs. If you

In national news, Bryce Gilmore of 
Barley Swine received yet another James 
Beard nomination for Best Chef South- 
west (come on, Bearders, give the man his 
award!). In state news, Texas Monthly list- 
ed Bonhomie as an Honorable Mention

in its “The Ten Best New Restaurants in 
Texas” article. Texas Monthly also listed 
Barley Swine and Fonda San Miguel 
among the “Best in Town in Austin.” 

In local news, several stalwarts and 
newcomers are getting their accolades. 
Eater Austin listed Eldorado Cafe as its #1

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hottest brunch spot. Eater also included 
Chi’lantro (#2) and Lucy’s Fried Chicken 
(#12) among its “21 Outstanding Chick- 
en Wing Bets in Austin.” Eater (who tops 
the list of listmakers) listed Lala’s Little 
Nugget (#6) and Little Longhorn Saloon 
(#12) among its “Austin’s Iconic Dive 
Bars.” The prolific Eater included Be 
More Pacific (#2) on its list of the “17 
Hottest Restaurants in Austin, March 
2018” list. Eater (whew!) also recognized 
Cover 3 for sporting “resolution friendly” 
salads. 

CultureMap gave a shout-out to Chez 
Nous and Fonda San Miguel as “classic 
restaurants worth another shot.” Culture- 
Map also included Yard Bar as one of its 
seven places to “chase away the winter 
blues,” and the ‘Map just listed Pinthouse 
Pizza as one of Austin’s nine best brewer- 
ies. Be More Pacific and Eldorado Cafe 
also appeared as nominees for Culture- 
Maps Tastemaker Awards. 

Austin Monthly listed Veracruz Al Natu- 
ral (#1 and a short distance up the road 
to 183 and Burnet) and Tacodeli (#11) as 
Austin’s “Best Breakfast Tacos.” 

In other news, Flyrite Chicken’s Burnet 
location celebrated its one-year anniversa- 
ry, and Allandale alumnus The Omelettry, 
now on Airport, celebrated its 40th anni- 
versary (hopefully with an omelet bedaz- 
zled with an age-appropriate number of 
candles). And word on the street is that 
Be More Pacific started brunch service on 
Easter Sunday. 

Here are a couple of quick reviews of 
two new fast-casual restaurants in the 


hood: 


OneTaco. An Urban 
Taqueria (2900 Austin 
Lane, Suite K) 

As one of Austin’s basic 
food groups, there’s always 
room for one (or four) more 
taco joints in the neighbor- 
hood. OneTaco, an Austin- 
based tortilla topper, brings 
homemade flour and corn tor- 
tillas, a variety of fillings, and 
a snappy 50s-south-of-the- 
border vibe to Anderson Lane, 
its second location in town. 
Tve tried their chicken taco 
(yum!) and el pastor (OK, but 
Tve been spoiled by the richer- 
than-Bill-Gates al pastors at El 
Mercado). Perhaps the stars of 
the show at OneTaco are the 
tortas: messy layers of taco fill- 
ings splayed between two 
puffy sammich buns. Plus, 
mega bonus points for spinning my favor- 
ite Royksopp track during my second visit: 
Silicon Soul’s Hypno House Dub of Royk- 
sopp’s Poor Leno/There is a Light That 
Never Goes Out (A Capella). Yummy to 
the tummy and the ears! 


Cabo Bo 


Cabo Bob’s (7849 Shoal Creek Boule- 
vard)) 

The simplest way to describe Cabo 
Bob’s is Chipotle’s-Run-by-Beach-Bums, 
and I mean that in the most loving way. 
Being Austin-based and unshackled from 
distant corporate soul-sucking suits, Cabo 
Bob’s provides made-to-order foil- 
wrapped burritos and taco trios but with 
fresher and funner ingredients. Tortillas

are made in front of you with a tilla- 
presser (unless you order plain corn; don't 
order plain corn) with four choices: but- 
termilk flour, ancho chili, cilantro toma- 
tillo, and smoky cheddar. Bob's sports 
multiple choices for proteins (sizzled on 
Big Green Eggs), beans, and veggies 
(including vegan options). If you dont 
like to choose, there are pre-arranged 
options (“Td like a Number 4 all the 
way.”) as well as several specialty options. 
While not the healthiest item on the 
menu, the ground hamburger riddled 
with fresh bacon-bits is memorably 
savory. And the place is hopping with 
high-schoolers, families, and folks simply 
looking for a great burrito. 3 
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Allandale Outside: Spring has Sprung!

| t's the day after our much needed 2 % 
inch plus delightful rainfall! Though 
youll be reading this weeks later, keep 
this in mind for future. The rain helped 
our heaps of oak pollen to dissolve into 
the ground. Unsightly though it may be, 
pollen is primarily nitrogen, so everything 
just got a free dose of fertilizer. Of course, 
plants need more than just nitrogen, 
which slow release organic fertilizers will 
provide. Rain storms with lightening pro- 
vide plants another benefit. Lightening 
precipitates nitrogen out of the air, 
(which is roughly 78% nitrogen per 
American Heritage Science Dictionary) 
which then falls to earth dissolved in rain 
drops. 

Now for more timely issues. Lady 
Banks and other climbers and spring 
blooming roses can be pruned right after 
their blooms decline. As they bloom on 
last year’s growth, this gives them ample 
time to put on the growth they will 
bloom on next spring. Shrub roses that 


bloom again in fall need pruning in late 
Aug. to put on their best fall display. 
Many of you will have already planted 
tomatoes. We should be 
past frost now— have pecans 
leafed out? That’s the best 
indicator we're past frost. 
But don’t forget to protect 
them if we have tempera- 
tures below 45 degrees. 
They are semi-tropical 
plants and can suffer stem 
damage which will retard 
their growth. 

The best amendment for 
lawns in the spring is a 
quarter inch layer of com- 
post. Save your fertilizer for 
fall. The advantage of fall 
fertilizing is that it helps the 
grass store carbohydrates in 
the root system which helps the grass 
come through winter in the best possible 
condition especially when we have excep-

tional cold and/or drought conditions. 

Many of us like caladiums for summer 
color. If you buy bulbs to start yourself, 
start them in small pots and 
provide them some bottom 
warmth and modest mois- 
ture until they show active 
growth. Because they are 
tropical and don't like cool 
soils, dormant bulbs 
shouldn’t be set out until at 
least the first week of May. 
If you prefer to plant 
already growing caladiums, 
they can be set out late 
April. Once in active 
growth, they can stand 
more temperature variation 
and damp cool soil. Let’s 
hope that April showers 
show up to provide us an 
abundance of May flowers and make up 
for our rain deficit. Happy gardening 
everyone. 3

BUG OFF! Pillbugs

illbugs, or roly-polys, are crustaceans, 

more closely related to crayfish and 
shrimp than insects. Crustaceans usually 
live in aquatic environments, but pillbugs 
are terrestrial. Even though they live on 
land, they still require moist environ- 
ments for survival. Pillbugs do not bite, 
sting, transmit diseases, or cause physical 
damage to the home or its contents. 


Pillbugs are one quarter to half inch 
long with dark grey coloring. Their oval 
bodies are convex above and either flat or 
concave underneath. Pillbugs have seven 
pairs of legs and two pairs of antennae 
and roll up into a ball when disturbed. 

Pillbugs are scavengers, feeding mainly 
on decaying organic matter. They may 
occasionally feed on young, tender plants, 
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but damage is typically not significant. 
They can be found under mulch, leaf lit- 
ter, flower pots, compost, stones or other 
items resting on the ground. 

Pillbugs may invade crawl spaces and 
homes at ground level with common 
points of entry being door thresholds and 
expansion joints. When these pests are 
seen indoors, there is usually a large pop- 
ulation breeding outside of the home near 
the foundation. Since pillbugs require 
moisture, they do not survive indoors for 
more than a few days unless there are very 
moist or damp conditions. 

To manage infestations inside the 
home, rely on sanitation and exclusion 
techniques. Repair or replace door thresh- 
olds and seal expansion joints where pill- 
bugs may be entering the structure. Pesti- 
cides are not usually needed indoors to 
manage these occasional invaders. They 
soon die on their own from lack of mois- 
ture and can be swept up using a broom 
and dustpan or a vacuum. 

Outdoors, move any piles of debris 
away from the foundation of the home. If 
there are high numbers in and around

landscape beds, turn the mulch to allow it 
dry out which makes the area uninhabit- 
able. Any leaky faucets or irrigation lines 
as well as leaking air conditioning units 
should be repaired to eliminate moisture 
buildup. You may choose a pesticide to 
treat mulched areas or other areas that are 
harboring large pillbug populations. Look 
for products labeled for pillbugs, sow- 
bugs, or isopods.

Obviously the biggest concern since the 
writing of the February newsletter was the 
bombings that occurred in Austin 
throughout March. The ANA Safety 
Committee forwarded a March 12 press 
release from Leslie Pool’s office to the 
block captains and Allandale list-serv after 
the first three attacks, and put out a mes- 
sage to be extra vigilant after the fourth 
bomb exploded using a trip wire as the 
threat had gone beyond packages. Please

helped solve the case. 


Crime Stats 

There was an aggravated robbery at the 
Walgreens on Anderson Lane at 9:51pm 
on February 19 — the perpetrator showed 
a weapon to a store manager and took 
money. The manager was not allowed to 
give any more details but a white Toyota 
pick-up was observed at the scene. 

Q-Toys at 6800 Burnet Road was bur- 
glarized on February 14 — perpetrators 
driving a U-Haul smashed a front window 
and stole high dollar value items but were 
out in 20 seconds and the store manager 
did not have any other information. 

Credit card skimming occurred again 
on February 21 and 24 at the Exxon/7- 
11 at 7844 Burnet Road. Skimming had 
been reported there and at Pronto Gas 
(8630 Research Blvd) in January as well. 
To be safe at any gas station you can take 
your credit card inside, pay with cash, use 
the pump closest to the building/easily 
observed by the attendant, and don’t use 
a debit card. There are apps that help 
alert people to possible skimmers and 
sometimes machines that have been tam- 
pered will look odd. 

There have been two Burglary of Resi- 
dences (BORs) and nine Burglary of 
Vehicles (BOVs) since the writing of the 
February newsletter. The BORs were on 
Richcreek and Bullcreek, and in the case 
on Richcreek neighbors saw the perpetra- 
tors and scared them off so nothing was 
stolen. Here is the email that the victim 
sent to the list-serv on February 24: “We 
left to run errands at approximately 10 
am this morning and shortly after we left, 
a beige Ford 4-door pick up truck with 
2-3 young men pulled up to our house, 
kicked in the door, and attempted to bur- 
glarize our home. Our neighbor saw 
them, came out screaming, and called the 
police. They immediately ran out when 
they saw her, jumped in their truck, and 
drove off. As of now, it looks like they 
took nothing. She truly saved the day. We 
are beyond grateful for her heroism and 


quick thinking. Please be aware and let’s 
all continue to watch out for each other.” 
I responded on the list-serv that while it 
is wonderful to have neighbors who 
watch out for each other we also must be 
careful not to put ourselves in harm’s way; 
calling 911 immediately and telling them 
there is an active burglary taking place is 
always a good option. 

The perpetrators in this case kicked in 
the front door, and I want to make sure 
everyone knows that three-inch screws in 
your strike plate can make the difference 
between having your door kicked in and 


would-be perpetrator giving up because 
it’s too hard to do. I encourage everyone 
to change the flimsy little screws most 
Allandale homes have in their doors to 
three-inch screws. 

The BOVs were on Great Oaks Park- 
way, Burnet Road (at the Allandale Vet 
Clinic), the apartments at 5350 Burnet, 
and four of them were at the apartments 
on Lawnmont. I have a call in to an 
investigator on one of the Lawnmont 


BOVs and will see whether they need

The training is 
powerful because people who learned full 
CPR often say they would be nervous to 
perform it on someone because they for- 
got the details of the mouth to mouth 
part. Compression only is quick and easy 
and more people are likely to help a vic- 
tim in distress as they can remember the 
easy steps of checking, calling, and com- 
pressing.

Austin Roots, Global Impact: Austin Classical Guitar

Aci Classical Guitar (ACG) is a non- 
profit arts organization that has been 
based in northwest Austin for over twenty- 
five years. Initially formed as a club for gui- 
tarists, ACG has grown steadily into the 
largest arts-based service organization of its 
kind in the United States, with guitar edu- 
cation programs in schools that reach thou- 
sands of young people in Austin and 
beyond, a range of innovative social servic- 
es, community ensembles for youth and 
adults, and several different concert series 
that present close to100 concerts every year. 

I became aware of ACG as I was com- 
pleting my master’s degree in flute perfor- 
mance at The University of Texas. I was 
so impressed with the organization and its 
mission to serve the community through 
music, and the creative ways they were 
using music to build long lasting positive 
connections between people that would 
not ordinarily exist. I never imagined as a 
flutist I would become deeply involved in 
a classical guitar organization, but when 
an opportunity arose in 2015 to join the 
team at ACG, I said yes, and haven't 
looked back since! 

ACG’s work is motivated by our belief 
that music makes people’s lives better. We 
believe music is one of the oldest, wisest, 
and most patient teachers there is, and a 
universal means of expression for human- 
kind. These beliefs are reinforced whenev- 
er we bring music to places like a juvenile 
detention center, a community clinic, and 
the county jail. Time and time again, I’ve 
witnessed first-hand the unique power of 
music to be open and welcoming to all 
people, instilling a sense of belonging and 
connection. 

ACG launched its first guitar class at 
McCallum High School in 2001. Today, 
we support ensemble-based classical guitar 
education programs in more than fifty 
local schools. Our Allendale partners 
include Lamar Middle School and Texas 


School for the Blind & Visually Impaired, 
where we offer a braille-adapted course. 
ACG also offers the only daily fine arts 
class available to young people incarcerat- 
ed at the Gardner Betts Juvenile Justice 
Center. 

In appreciation of the incredible sup- 
port we receive from our wonderful com-

hanks to all our amazing volunteers, 

the Allandale Neighborhood Associa- 
tion (ANA) Parks Committee held a suc- 
cessful ‘It's My Park Day’ in March. We 
mulched trees, eliminated graffiti in the 
park, disposed of litter and trimmed the 
plant beds around the pool. 

We are planning two future work days 
in the park.

of the March for Our Lives, that hap- 
pened March 24. But this is way more 
than that inspiring one day gathering. 
Conor and others like him are using what 
happened in Parkland as the forcing fac- 
tor to make many things happen, not just 
on one day, but for always. I had the 
privilege of talking with Conor, and want 
you all to know our impressive neighbor. 

Conor says his first involvement in pol- 
itics was when he was about 8 years old, 
canvassing for Obama with his Dad. He 
was too young to fully realize what they 
were doing, but this definitely established 
the foundation. He attended Fulmore 
Middle School because he was interested 
in law. His time there was formative, 
from great teachers to valuable training in 
public speaking. He said they would pull 
topics from a bowl and have to create 
points of view on the fly with arguments 
to back up their thinking. He went on to 
LASA (Liberal Arts and Science Acade- 
my) at LBJ High School where he is a 
senior. Next year, he hopes to attend 
George Washington University in DC 
with a focus on pre-law and/or poly sci. 
But it all began here in Allandale where 
Conor has lived his whole life, including 
attending Gullett Elementary from kinder 
to 5th. 

It was after the inauguration in 2017 
that Conor knew his life’s passion. He’s 
been volunteering for Beta O’Rourke’s 
campaign, out canvassing again, this time 
on his own. After the Parkland shooting, 
he knew he had to act. That was on a 
Wednesday and by Friday, seeing the FL 
students protesting, the core group of 
three high school student leaders in Aus- 
tin formed: Conor, along with Jack Kap- 
pleman and Kari Siegenthaler, also at 
LASA. These three were joined by count- 
less others who organized on a group text, 
and met live, to bring together the Austin 
March for Our Lives, which drew an esti- 
mated 20,000 who marched from City

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F LIV 
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Hall to the Capitol. Conor’s message was 
not partisan, should not be polarizing: 
“We demand commonsense changes to 
our gun laws so students can study with 
the quiet reassurance that they are safe in 
their classrooms.” 

He and about 30 other young adults in 
Austin, from LASA, LBJ, Vandegrift, 
University of Texas, other high schools 
and some middle schoolers too, figured 
out how to bring together 20,000 and an 
impressive slate of speakers. The event 
was all student-run and student-led with 
a lot of support and guidance from oth- 
ers, including those from the Women’s 
March. Our mayor and city council sup- 
ported them and waived City Hall fees, 
and attended in large numbers! The event 
was sponsored by State Rep Gina Hinojo- 
sa. The organizing group reached out to 
all elected officials, of all parties, from 
local to state to national, and invited 
them to attend. From those interested in 
attending, the students figured out the 
slate of speakers. 

It was an inspiring day for many, and 
our gathering in Austin was only one of 
over 800. It was just the start. Now, 
Conor says, they are working to formalize 
an advocacy group that will focus on vot- 
ing. I didnt know that a college student 
ID is not a valid proof for voting in the 
current Texas Voter ID laws. Yet, today’s 
young people, especially those in urban 
areas and with better public transporta- 


a raan 
tion options all the time, are less likely to 
have a drivers license. Conor wants to 
change that. He also noted how automat- 
ic voter registration at public universities 
just makes sense because those systems are 
tied to the state’s. He also commented on 
the new citizenship box on the census, 
which infuriates him. Another goal is 
deputy voter registrars in every high 
school in the Austin area to make regis- 
tering to vote that much easier for new 
voters. 

Conor said they are working to knit 
together all the other similar groups of 
students across the state (around 30 or so) 
to work together. The next moves of this 
tidal wave of young adults will be cen- 
tered on voting. If they have beliefs and 
perspectives, they must vote to get elected 
officials in place that best represent them, 
and laws in place that reflect those pas- 
sions. Town Halls planned and attended 
by students are in the plans. Conor says 
he wants to lobby law makers at all levels 
to build off this movement. I say, go for 
it, please! As our mayor said on March 
24, these young adults have made more 
happen in two months than our genera- 
tion has in 20 years. Hope is high thanks 
to strong future leaders like Conor, one of 
Allandale’s own. 

Please keep watching here as their 
efforts formalize so we can support them, 
in action, and dollars. There is a lot of 
work to be done. 3
